The claimed invention is directed to a video indexing using high quality audio 
clips. The independent claims identify the feature of " acquiring high quality audio clips 
during an audio/video seguence recording, processing and transmitting the audio/video 
seguence and the high quality audio clips using a joint audio/video processing pipeline, 
wherein the user can selectively view the audio/video seguence using the high quality 
audio clips as video indices ". The closest prior art, Toklu et al discloses a conventional 
video browsing and editing by employing audio, either singularly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
